Roosevelt and H earst Character Assassins. 
Such Accusations, Based on so Flimsy 
Pretext, Disgraceful 


(By Austin D. Humbargar.) 


It anything were needed to prove 
that the republican party is hope­ 
lessly defeated in this campaign, that 
the 
leaders 
of that 
party 
realize 
their condition, it is the remarkable 
spectacle presented during the pres­ 
ent week of the chief executive of 
this great nation dragging his ex­ 
alted position down into the mire 
of political chicanery and striking 
hands with the man whom he pub­ 
licly denounced four years ago as 
the m urderer of William McKinley, 
in a cowardly attem pt to destroy 
the reputation of C. N. Haskell. 
In his scurrilous interview Roose­ 
velt 
pretended 
to 
have 
no 
other 
source of information against Gov. 
Haskell than the statement majie a 
day or two before by William R. 
Hearst, the man whose editorial ut­ 
terance Roosevelt declared, inspired 
the hand of Czolgolz to end with the 
assassin's bullet the life of his dis­ 
tinguished predecessor. On the un­ 
supported word of a man whom he 
indicted as an assassin, the presi­ 
dent of the United States tries and 
convicts a man whose reputation for 
things actually accomplished in the 
way of remedial legislation to curb 
the power of predatory wealth 
is 
second to none in the entire coun­ 
try. 
On what was this accusation of 
H earst’s 
which 
Rosevelt 
has 
en­ 
dorsed and stood sponsor for based? 
It is based solely on an affidavit 
made 
by 
Frank 
S. 
Monnett, 
filed 
with the supreme court of Ohio, in 
which he swears th at a man named 
Squires 
approached 
him 
while 
he 
was attorney general of the state 
of Ohio and offered him a bribe of 
$400,000 to dismiss a certain action 
for 
contempt 
which 
Monnett 
had 
filed in the supreme court of the 
state against the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany. 
The affidavit further states that 
Squires said, when thretened with 
arrest, that he had been authorized 
to make the offer by another man 
who telephoned to him from New 
York city, and who told Squires that 
a number of other men were in­ 
terested in the deal, including C. 
N. Haskell. That is the court record 
which H earst and Roosevelt claim 
convicts 
Gov. 
Haskell. 
The 
entire 
Charge is based on the declaration 
of Monnett that another man told 
him that another man had telephon­ 
ed him from New York city that 
C. X. Haskell was in the deal. 
What does Monnett say about it? 
On the night of September 13, 1907, 
Frank S. Monnett spoke to an audi­ 
ence of 5,000 people in the conven­ 
tion hall at Oklahoma City. Dur­ 
ing the course of his address he re­ 
ferred 
specifically 
to 
this 
charge 
against C. N. Haskell, 
which had 
been spread broadcast over Oklahoma 


by the republican state committee 
aided by one John M. Sheets, who 
succeeded Monnett as attorney gen­ 
eral of Ohio and dismissed the case 
that Monnett says he was offered 
$400,000 to dismiss. 
In discussing his affidavit in which 
he 
mentions 
Gov. 
Haskell’s 
name 
Monnett said: “Mr. Sheets has said 
that if I came here I would tell 
you what occurred, and I am only 
too glad to do it. He has charged 
Charlie Haskell—or says that I have 
charged him through Squires—of a 
charge which I have ever since tried 
to 
give 
him 
an 
opportunity 
to 
straighten out. From the very first 
moment the charge was made Has­ 
kell stood ready to straighten it out. 
He was ready to come and testify, 
but Sheets told you and the records 
show you that the case was dismissed 
before he had a chance to testify. 
C. X. Haskell stood ready to testify 
from the moment the charge was 
made. Now this was made on the 
answer of Squires. When they asked 
him 
who 
he 
represented 
he 
said 
“Frank Rockefeller and Haskell.’ We 
named those just as he gave them 
and the name of Haskell appeared— 
Haskell of Cleveland, Ohio. Now there 
is another Haskell in Cleveland—I 
don’t remember his initials, but his 
name was Haskell and he lived in 
Cleveland and was often in the city.

WHITE PUPILS WALK OUT. 


Refuse to \fiend Same School With 


A eirroes. 


Topeka, Sept. 25.—Sixty white pu­ 


pils 
went on a strike at 
Lincoln 
school, a ward school, today. They 


walked out shortly after the noon 
hour and paraded up and down the 
street, declaring they would never 


enter the doors of the school again 


until negro children are excluded. 


The strike threatens to spread to 
other ward schools, ft is participated 
in by 
girls as well as boys, 
and 


parents of some of the strikers 
are 
in sympathy with the walkout. 
The 
outbreak in the Lincoln and 
threatened walkout in the other ward 
schools is due to the whites being 
educated 
separately 
in 
their 
own 
schools until they have attained the 
seventh grade, and then having a 
large influx of negro pupils. 
The negro pupils expect and de­ 
mand the same treatm ent that the 
whites 
receive, 
and 
animosity 
is 
stirred up among the white pupils. 
In 
the 
upper 
grade 
at 
Lincoln 
school there are in one room seven­ 
teen negro students out of thirty- 
nine. 
In the highest room of the 
school, fifteen out of fifty-one stu­ 
dents are colored. This makes a total 
of thirty-two out of ninety, or 35.55 
per cent negroes. This is represen­ 
tative of the 
different schools of 
the city.

Formal Letter ol Bfsi&nntlon. 


The wording of the resignation is 


as follows: 


"Hon. 
Norman E. Mack, Chairman 


Democratic National Committee, New 
York: My Dear Sir—In pursuance 
of information as to your date for 
return here, when I went home be- 
fore, assumed I would find you here 
upon my return today. I now learn 
that you will be detained in the east 
until Tuesday, and as I must be home 
on Monday, I -leave tomorrow. Since 
the president and his cabinet have 
joined forces with Mr. Hearst and 
three Wall street brokers to make 
a personal fight against me, notwith- 
standing the president, In his ans- 
wer to Mr. Bryan, abandoned his 
charge about Ohio Standard Oil cases, 
yet by all the means at the command 
of the government and the millions 
of Hearst and his Wall street allies, 
they persist in vioioiis, unwarranted 
and untruthful attacks on me per- 
sonally. I welcome their attack, and 
shall meet it with all the vigor at 
my command, I &hall treat them as 
private citizens and subject to the 
penalties of the law which they mer- 
it. 


"In this I know I shall have the 


aid of mv neighbors ft home for all 
proper pinposf*

be free from othej demands here. 


"Ajain my heait is full of -hope 


for 
t'he election of Mr. Bryan and 


Mr. Kern. Honest government and 
R\jle by the People U at stake.

I would not for 
one moment consider remaining in
